On October 7, 1983, the Commission established this case to
monitor Kenvir waterworks, Inc. ("Kenvir"), to ensure compliance

with the Order in Case No. 8148. In the earlier case, the

CommissiOn found that several service deficiencies existed in a

water distribution system owned by Kenvi r and that ownership of
Kenvir had been transferred without Commission approval. The

Commission ordered that the unauthorized transfer be set aside and

that Kenvir's sole stockholders —John, Jack, Jerry and William

Reynolds ("the Reynoldses") —correct the service deficiencies.
On appeal> the Order was affirmed in all respects.

On October 18, 1983, Kenvir filed a petition for relief under

Chapter 7 of the U.S. Bankruptcy Code. For over 4 years, the

~ster distribution system, the only physical asset in the debtor'

estate, was under the control of a bankruptcy trustee. On May 10,
1988, the Bankruptcy Court authorized the sale of the water
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William Reynolds v. Public Service Commission, No. 81-CI-lll5
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distribution system to Naydine White for the sum of one dollar,

contingent upon the Commission's approval of the sale. The

trustee subsequently sold the water distribution system and Ns.

White filed a petition seeking approval of the sale.
After a review of the record and being advised, the

Commission is of the opinion and finds that;:

1. The Reynoldses no longer own, operateg 0'r control Kellvir

or its water distribution system.

2. On October 13, 1983, Kenvir filed a petition for relief
under Chapter 7 of the U.S. Bankruptcy Code. The trustee for the

debtor's estate subsequently sold the water distribution system

owned by Kenvir.

3. As the objective of this case — the monitoring of Kenvir

and the Reynoldses to ensure compliance with the Commission's

Order in Case No. 8148 — Can nO 1Onger be met, thia Caae ShOuld be

closed.
